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Savannah and Midway 
Churches Host 
Southeast Conference 


Two Georgia churches — Savannah, 
First, and Midway (at Midway) extend 
welcome to the delegates and visitors to 
the Annual meeting of Southeast 
Conference, June 11-13. Some pertinent 
facts about these two churches should be 
noted: 


1, Savannah, First Congregational 
Church, was organized in 1869. The present 
building was erected in 1895. The new 
education and fellowship annex was 
erected in 1976 at a cost of $115,440. The 
Office of Church Building in New York 
made a loan of $82,000 and grant mortgage 
of $10,000 to the Church. 

A Building Fund Canvass, Sept. 29- Oct. 
5, 1975, under. direction of Harris E. 
Heverly of the Church Finance Service of 
the U.C.B.H.M., had a goal of $20,000 to be 
paid over two years. Pledges and cash 
received on Pledge Sunday amounted to 
$25,400. 

Present membership is 120. Pastor is 
Rev. Neil A. Mosley, who began his 
ministry at First Church in 1965. He is also 
District Supervisor of Savannah News 
Press. 


2. Midway Congregational Church was 
organized in 1874. Present building was 
erected in 1962-63. New educational and 
fellowship annex was built in 1973-74 at a 
cost of $58,488.90. The Office of Church 
Building in New York made a loan of 
$47,500 and a grant mortgage of $7,500 to 
the Church. 

Present membership of the church is 75. 
Dr. James A. Eaton, pastor, began his 
ministry at Midway in 1966. He is also a 
professor at Savannah State College. 


3. Associated with the Midway Church is 
Dorchester Center. Dorchester Improve 
ment Association was organized in 1969 to 
strengthen and support the work of 
Chairman of the 


Dorchester Center. 
Association is J.A. Lewis, Midway, Ga. 


Many uses of the Center’s facilities 
include: A Day Care Center, Doctor’s 
Offices, Recreation, Camps, Community 
Meetings, etc. 


President Moss Speaks 
at Annual Conference 


Dr. Robert V. Moss will be the guest 
preacher at the Sunday morning service of 
worship, June 13, 1976, when the 
Conference concludes its Tenth Annual 
Meeting in the First Congregational 
Church (org.

The Dorchester Story — 
Dorchester Midway 
Church 


In February, 1630, at Plymouth, 
England, about 140 emigrants were 
organized into a church under the 
pastorate of Rev. John White of 
Dorchester. On March 20 they set sail in 
the MARY and JOHN, arriving in 
Massachusetts Bay, May 30, 1630 — 13 
days before the fleet of the Massachusetts 
Bay Company under Governor John 
Winthrop. They settled at Dorchester, now 
a part of Boston. 

In 1695 some religious planters in 
Carolina asked for church aid to 
“encourage the settlement of churches 
and the promotion of religion in the 
southern plantations.’ Heeding this 
request, a Congregational church of nine 
members was organized at Dorchester, 
Mass., and migrated to Dorchester, S.C., 
about 20 miles up the northeastern branch 
of the Ashley river, nearly 20 miles from . 
any white settlement. The town prospered 
but by 1752 overcrowding and lack of 
religious tolerance in officially Episcopa- 
lian South Carolina caused them to move 
in a body to a 32,000 acre tract of land, 
which they had purchased, half way 
between the Savannah and Altamaha 
rivers of Georgia, called Midway. By 1754, 
they had erected a log meetinghouse.

Brookmeade’s Walls 


Come Tumbling Down 


On March 15, Brookmeade Congrega- 
tional Church in Nashville, Tennessee, 
watched as the remaining walls and 
girders of its old sanctuary — destroyed by 
fire in November of 1973 — were torn down 
and hauled away. 

In addition to taking action on the old 
sanctuary, the congregation made other 
decisions based on recommendations 
proposed by the church’s Long Range 
Planning Committee. The congregation 
voted to sell the church’s parsonage and 
invest the proceeds. The resulting income 
from the investment will provide a living 
allowance for the minister which may be 
used either to rent or purchase housing. 
The congregation further voted to change 
the status of the church’s present minister 
— the Rev. Stephen Gray — from 
part-time to full-time, and to seek the 
funds necessary for such a change. 

In one final action, the congregation 
voted ‘to consider the possibility of 
moving the location and plant of the 
church.”” A Search Committee has been 
appointed to study the future location of 
the church and report back to the 
congregation by the end of May.

The word, “Evangelism” brings to mind 
a host of images and experiences that are 
somewhat distasteful to the tradition of 
our learning. One has only to be halted by a 
stranger in downtown Providence and 
have our lapel pulled upon and the 
stranger asks us, “Are you saved, 
brother?”’ Needless to say, we are 
embarrassed and inwardly we say to 
ourselves, ‘Evangelism, that’snot my cup 
of tea!” Yet, the 10th General Synod 
affirms evangelism: 


“Believing that the UCC has begun to 
recapture the strong Biblical-theological 
concepts that undergird our word-in-deed 
emphasis on evangelism and celebrating 
that fact, the 10th General Synod requests 
that the Board for Homeland Ministries 
develop materials and programs which 
will provide in-depth foundations for 
evangelism and encourage the Confer- 
ences, Associations, local churches, and 
the individual members to be responsible 
to the mandate to ‘get the word out’ as we 
respond to Christ who ‘Frees and Unites’.”” 


Evangelism means announcing the Good 
News . . . telling people about Christ and 
about his death and resurrection in a way 
they can realize that they are being invited 
by God to turn to Christ (convert), change 
what they are living for (repent), enter 
into a relationship with Christ (be 
baptized. ) 


In the early church, and in many 
Christian groups today, evangelism is the 
invitation to join the life of a community 
which holds to the message and is living it 
(Word and Deed). A person is drawn to the 
community, sees what the message means 
in daily life, and finds himself attracted by 
a fellowship that has more vitality than 
those he has been in before because it has a 
strong commitment to a purpose. 


Even if a person heard a well-preached 
sermon in church, or in school, he would be 
unlikely to respond, because his 
experience (the Christian fellowship he 
lives in) has nothing to correspond to the 
message. It is almost always the case that 
when evangelism and instruction are done 
successfully, both in the church and out- 
side of it, they are done in the context of a 
community that is alive, and they are done 
as a means of inviting people into the life of 
the community.

Beginning May 1, 1976, a United Church 
of Christ family that moves will be 
contacted by a U.C.C. pastor within thirty 
days of arrival in its new neighborhood. 
This contact will result from a new 
experimental Membership Exchange 
Program. The Membership Exchange 
plan will be initiated by the local pastor 
from whose parish the family has moved 
and will be set in motion by a standard 
information postcard sent by the pastor to 
the Conference Office serving the family’s 
new community. It is estimated that up to 
20,000 U.C.C. families move annually and 
could be benefitted by this program. 

The Membership Exchange Program 
was voted by the Council of U.C.C. 
Conference Executives at its annual 
meeting in January, upon recommenda- 
tion by that body’s evangelism subcom- 
mittee. 

The Council of Conference Executives 
has provided the postcard to all 
Conference offices. These, in turn, are 
supplying the cards to every congregation 
for use by pastors. 


Thanks for Caring 
and Sharing 


On February 4, our‘son Jim had an 
accident which left him paralyzed from 
the neck down. Since that time, many of 
you and others have responded in love with 
prayers and gifts.

Three years later they built a handsome 
frame building which was burned in 1778 
by the British. The members of the 
congregation fought valiantly in the 
American Revolution. After the war the 
scattered church returned and rebuilt the 
meetinghouse which still stands. 

Although the congregation voted against 
secession in 1861, they fought with the 
South when Georgia joined the Confedera- 
cy. At the close of the war, the white 
members of the church were hopelessly 
shattered and scattered. But there 
remained in the parish many Negro 
people, once servants of the Midway 
Congregationalists, and not a few of them 
members of the church. They continued to 
use the building until 1875. 

The building has been restored by the 
State Historical Commission and dedicat- 
ed as the Dorchester Midway Colonial 
Museum. There are also the Midway 
Congregational Church (org. 1879) and the 
Dorchester Community Center, Midway, 
Ga.
